Nikolai Lenin, lawyer, pam- 
phieter, and finally dictator of all 
Russia, was the organiser and 
chief exponent of the movement 
which became known as Bolshev- 
ism, and which he characterized 
as “the great experiment: the dic- 
tatorship of the proletariat.” 

The career of this short, plump, 
balid-headed little man, who turned 
Russia topey-turvy and probably 
as much inflwenced the other na- 
tions of the world as any other 
man of his century, was full of 
adventure from his boyhood. He 
was a revolutionist at school, at 
the academy, at his university, and 
ever afterward. 

Lenin's real name was Viadimir 
Itlitch He was bern April 
24. 1870, in the town of Simpbirsk, 
of a bourgeols family with a pro- 
nounced rtar strain, reflected in 
lenin's high cheek bones and 
slightly sianting, cynical eyes. His 
father was responsible master at 
a ©ommunal school at Simbirek 
and was very well known among 
the schoo!-teachers of his district.

Mexican Citi 


Many Entertained by Work 
of Missionaries

More than 2000 travelers yester- 
day went to the Presbyterian 
Exposition to make «a trip 
around the world into the many 
freign countries where the Pres- 
byterian missionaries are carrying 
on educational, social service and 
evangelistic work. 

Eleven hundred women crowded 
the Immanuel church auditorium 
in a mass meeting iu the afternoon 
and listened to a stirring mission- 
ary address by Miss Ruth Berge- 


vin of Lodiana, India, in whitch 
she portrayed a striking contrast 
between the privileges and free- 
dom of American woman and the 
degradations and deprivations of 
the women of India, and prociaim- 


ed the immediate necessity of 
Christianization for the land of 
mysticism. 


Another strong. address was 
made by Dr. Robert N. McLean. 
superintendent of Spanish work 
for the Presbyterian Board of Na- 
tional Missions. Dr. McLean 
sounded a word of warning to the 
citizens of Los Angeles regarding 
the repidly increasing Mexican 


population. 
“There are 18.774 Mexican 
children in the schools of Los 


Angeles,” he said. “Because of the 
migratory nature of the Mex- 
icans, many children escape schoo! 
responsibilities. There are also 
large numbers of single men, so 
that this school enrollment indi- 
cates a Mexican pop@iation tn this 
city of from 100,000 to 156,000. 
Because of our apathy we are 
permitting slum districts to be 
built just east of the city limita. 
These districts will present a real 
problem to the Los Angeles of the 


future. 

“We frequently criticise the 
Mexicans because houses are 
not like ours and because they 


bave different ways of living. We 
must, however, meet them halt 
way and give them help in de- 
veloping that higher standard ef 
living, which we believe is dis- 
tinctly American. The Mexican 
has come also with ages of 
ignorance and superstition behind 
him and we Americans must meet 
him half way in his desire for 
mental and epiritual growth.”

Aged Picturesque Pioneer of Oregon Trail History to 
Put Early Day Adventures on Screen

today. 
to the Southland, where he will put 
pictures. 

Meeker was 93 years of age De- 
cember 28, 1923. 

In the epring of 1852 Meeker, 
together with his wife and a baby 
of seven ‘weeks, left Indiana by 
ox-cart. He reached Portland, Or., 
October 1, 1852. 

After an active career in Wash- 
ington and Oregon Meeker,’ at the 
age of 76, undertook to perpetu- 
ate the history of the early-day 
migrations and suitably mark the 
old Oregon trail over which he 
and other hardy pioneers ox- 
teamed half a century before, 

Starting from his home in Puy- 
allup, Wash., January 29, 1996, 
he retraced hie march of “fifty 
years before along the old trail 
to its terminus on Missouri 
River. 

Ase far as the Missouri River 
Meeker traced every mile of the 
old Oregon trail and succeeded in 
interesting the residents of towna, 
Villages and cities in the erection 
of suitable monuments. Between 


Ezra Meeker, whose name will ever be linked with the stirring his- 
tory of the old Oregon trail, that wide path cut through the wilderness 
from the Missouri River to the shore of the Pacifie and traversed by 


caravans, is coming to Los Angeles 


He passed s few hours in San Francisco last night on his way 


his early day adventures in motion 


ed nineteen permanent monu- 
ments. It took him twenty-six 
months to retrace the old trail. 

In his earlier life Meeker was 
noted an Indian fighter and for 
many years was one of the most 
widely known hop growers of 
Washington. 


WROTE SEVERAL BOOKS 

He ts the author of several books 
on the pioneer life of the North- 
west and it te his experiences of 
the days of old that he expects to 
perpetuate in motion pictures. 

“lam only $3 yeara of age, Meek- 
said, “and I intend to give the 
people of America, through motion 
pictures, the real life of my pio- 
neer dave, using the real tools of 
war and commerce that we once 
ueed. During the Alaska-Yukon- 
Pacific exposition in Seattle in 
1909 my old ox-cart was a familiar 
epectacie. After the exposition 1 
drave «a pair of oxen to n Fran- 
ciebe from Seattle. During the 
World War T hated my age because 
in 18918. when I was 87 years of 
age, they refused to let me enlist. 
The best I could do was to raise
